At tor tho collision occurred, 
wo all scrambled out of the car, somo (jscun- 
iug by tho windows. Both locomotives wuru 
completely demolished by tho collision, and 
tho uecapiiiK steam made it impossibln for 
somotimo for any one to approach within 
fifty foot of tho wreck. Great oxcitcmout 
oxistod among tho people iu tho two trains, 
especially among tho women and children 
composing the excursion train. Tho sight 
prosontod after tho accident occurred was u 
terriblo ono. Tho train-hands and tho mulo 
passengers word running to and fro, so much 
oxcitod that they wore unable to render any 
assistance to the injured and dyiiiK." 


Tho cause ot tho accident was disregard of 


orders, sont to tho agent -at Ashland, to hold 
the aocomodation train there until tho ex- 
cursion train had passed. It is not yet 
learned whether the order was delivered to 
tho conductor or not. Tho train passed on 
and mot the extra: Tho nccomodation train 
consisted of tho locomotive and sovcn cars; 
tho excursion train had fivo cars. 
Ono of 


those cars contained only lunch baskets and 
baggage, and was completely smashed. Tho 
next car, contained about fifty scholars ol 
tho Wououah, N. J., Sunday-school. Tbo 
throe roar cars wore occupied by several hun- 
dred scholars of tho Second Presbyterian 
Sunday-school of Camdon. All of those pas- 
sengers oscapod, with the exceptions abuvo 
noted, although all were badly shaken up 
and frightened. Tho baggage and express 
car of tho accommodation train nud tho 
smoking car woro broken to pieces. 


Tho first man taken out oC tho wreck was 


John Roseubaum, express agent ot. tho ac- 
comodatiou. who was terribly cut. He was 
found with a lot ot debris covering him, nud 
was extricated only after ' much dilllcuUy. 
Tho body of Fireman Barker was next dis- 
covered under tho wreckod tender. He was 
terribly mar.glod about tho head and body. 
Firomnu McLain when found was uncon- 
scious and terribly scalded about the face 
and head, which was swollen to twjce its 
normal size. The first intelligence of Hail 
Agent Wylo was hearing him call out from 
under tho debris. It was a work of great 
labor to tako him out. Ho was shockingly 
lacerated. His death occurred in a short 
time. 


Conductor Albert Smith and tho brake- 


man, Gustavus Edwards, of the LaJccsido 
train, woro taken out dead. Smith was count- 
ing liis tickets in tho front car. It was nearly 
an hour and a half after tho accident before 
medical attendance 
was gotten 
on tho 


ground. Tho most affecting thing of tho 
affair was tho fact that tho daughter of Civil 
Engineer Fontou was on tho excursion train. 
Sho looked for her father and was told that 
he was safo and had gone- ahoad to Cog the 
trains. She thou waited and walked to Had- 
donGold. In a few minutes after she had 
gone her father was taken out of tho ruins, 
his head almost flattened where it had been 
crushed. 


Tho condition of tho two engines sbowod 


that tho bravo engineers—Palmer and Bax- 
ter— had heroically sacrificed their lives for 
tho safety of their respective trains. Tho 
throttlus woro found pushed iu aud tho steam 
cut off. 
Both wore badly scalded, as was 


also ouo of tho firemen.

As tho things had boon sent out 
from England at an inestimable expanse, al- 
most evorythinc was for sale. Thus you 
could buy anything, from a tooth-pick up to 
a real full-dodged throne. 
Here everything 


was intensely English, and "God Save the 
Queen" starod tho visitor frequently ia tbe 
face. In this way many alarming incongrui- 
ties sprung up. At one pluco I road: "God 
Savo tho Queen. 1^0 money refunded at this 
counter." Every bbotb, no matter if it was 
only for tho sole of fish hooks, was under tho 
patronage of "His Excellency tho Viceroy 
and Governor General of India," etc., or 
some other poraonugo equally unpopular. 
Royalty, royalty, ot whatever cost aud with 
whatevor of impropriety might bo involved 
—this was the universal, sickening aim. 
No 


doubt sensible English people view this title- 
worship with as much (iisgnst 03 do any o£ 
us Americans. What can it bo but a farco 
to advertise a place as established "by tho 
.ppointment" of sorno royal dolt when every 
sausage-shop does tho some? 


CNCLE BAM. 


But what shall I say of poor Uncle Sam? 


Alas, tho tail-foathors of that excellent and 
saucy bird, the American eagle, dragged ig- 
uominiously in tho dust. 


In a little apartmont rather off by himsolt 


I spied tho ample folds of tho American flag 
—a goodly sight to every citizen abroad. I 
drew near to tho place, and poopod in, There 
was a large 
collection of Singer sawing 


machines .(I trust I am not bestowing a free 
pufl), over which two vory decent-looking 
young ladies presided. Beyond this tboro 
was nothing except a collection of raape of 
tho loading American cities and tbo familiar 
advertisements of St. Jacob's oil and son-.e 
other such old stand-bys. I procured a ccpy 
of tho St. Jacob's oil almanac, and havo b&ou 
perusing it off and on every sinco with grott 
satisfaction and profit. It is tho only lions 
literature that I havo enjoyed for about t«» 
wcoks.

OTHER COUSTKLES. 


1 was particularly interested in tho TM- 


manian court Tasmania, though a com- 
paratively small island, and ono which has 
only recently been developed, and which lias 
only a population of something like 200,000 
people is destined to alarm tho world some 
day. I think it is tho roost promising spot 
on earth just at present—Uncle Sam's do- 
mains oxcopted, of courso. Tin in tho char- 
acteristic feature of. the exhibit. I noticed 
one magnificent uuggot of tin ore, which was 
found in tho alluvial wash at tho base of 
Jlount Bischoff, supposed to bo tho largest 
lump of tho kind in tho world. Its weight 
was six cwt. and its assay value 05 per cent, 
of pnro metal. Near tho contor of tho court 
was a colossal column of minerals and pure 
smelted tin, nine feet in circumference at the 
base nnd rising to the height of thirty foot. 


Italy, Holland, and many other European 


countries wero represented with the cus- 
tomury displays of tho fine arts, all tempt- 
ingly disposed. 


It does not 
need to bo said that tho 


Australian courts woro magnificently repre- 
fentative. Thu previous oxhibitions among 
tho "colonies," as they are referred to—one 
tn Now Zealand and tho other two at Sydney 
and Melbourne respectively^—hod left an 
overflow of splendid specimens, which wore 
emptied into this first grootAsiaticfair. There 
wero tho.convontional gold nuggets, a vast 
collection of natural products, photogifipbic 
views, stuffed kangaroos, otc. Horn I saw 
tho flnest billiard tahlo I over looked upon, 
gilded throughout, and equipped with jew- 
eled cues. 


INDIA'S DISPLAY. 


Crossing over to the Moidon part o£ tho ex- 


hibition, 1 wandered for somo timo among 
tho Indian displays. 


There was a huge crystal fountain in the 


center, which sorvod as a trysting-p'.ace and 
place of appointment, just as the largo foun- 
tain did in our own Philadelphia exhibition. 
Near by'were two costs of elephants, equipped 
with artificial rider and all tho parapherna- 
lia of royalty. In botb directions stretched 
tbo courts of various provinces and cities of 
the up-country. 
Oude (Luckoow), Assam, 


Benares, Simla, Mysore, Delhi, 
Lahore, 


Agra, Allahabad, and a score of other places 
were represented. • 


Of course tho principal articles on exhibi- 


tion woro Oriental, and many of them might 
bo termed tho fruit of barbarism. There was 
a tall Burmese f urioral pyre, such us I had 
icen at Rangoon and Moulmein. Those wore 
tbe accessories to heathen worship, and oven 
Bomo idols. J doubt if any of tho latter took 
off prizes, uulnss for thoirugline.s.i. The suits 
of native armor and implements ot warfare 
troro intero.-ting. 


The exhibit of. jail products was a great 


feature. 
The prisoners ore turned to somo 


account In India, and there aro magnificent 
cm-pots and rugs o£ tho richost quality to 
show for this. Java, Japan, tho Straits 
pettiomcnts, and a score of other countries 
wero moro or loss satisfactorily represented. 


There were several narrci^gaage railway* 


<3n tho jjroiinds. some of two foot gauge, and 
somo of two and a bait feet, upon which en- 
gines of almost 
microscopic proportions 


coughed their way nervously back and forth, 
as if cliafmg at tho small liberties accordod 
to them. 
Tno subject of transportation was 


also illustrated by a larga steam yacht. 


MACHINERY. 


The machinery- department was rathor 


ahead of most of nho other departments. 
I have come to regard English ^machinery 
as uncouth to tho eye, however strong and 
effective it may bo. I failed to find a 
single engine that bad tho stylish finish, 
plated trimmings, and generally bright ap- 
pearance to which we bavo become accus- 
tomed oven in our state fairs at home. I 
was somewhat interested, and the natives 
were overwhelmingly so in tho operations of 
an ico- manufacturing machine, which pos- 
sessed tho additional accomplishment of gen- 
erating snow. This piece of machinery way 
exceedingly popular with those who had 
never seen snow, and tho excited comments 
which thoy would make woro most amusing. 


At 5 o'clock a band of Bengalees discoursed 


somo familiar English airs, which was a. 
novelty. In accordance with the Oriental 
idea of tho importance of tea, and tho place 
it occupies in the realm of hospitality, a free* 
afternoon tea was also served at tbo same- 
time.
